Dean Parker described two committees of importance to the University community: an 
Evaluation Committee for the Re-appointment of the Vice-Rector, Academic and an Appraisal 
Committee for the Office of the Vice-Rector, Academic. 


Relating to the Fabrikant case, the Board of Governors has established a Committee of Inquiry 
with Respect to Scientific and Academic Integrity, and has approved the appointment of an 
independent person to conduct an administrative review of policies, procedures, norms and 
criteria used for hiring faculty. 


As part of the Faculty Appraisal process, three external consultants visited the Faculty in late 
August. These consultants were: Dora Wilson, Maurice Yacowar, and Joyce Zemans. The 
Faculty is now awaiting the Final Report of the Appraisal Committee. Upon its receipt, the 
Faculty will be expected to prepare a response. At the next meeting of Council, Steering 
Committee will recommend a process for preparation of the response. 


The Faculty has been asked to eliminate its overexpenditures in the part time faculty salary 
budget, and then further reduce its spending in this area within five years. The Budget 
Committee will be meeting shortly to discuss this request. 
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Dean Parker congratulated the students and faculty who contributed to the most recent issue of 
Volute.
